-fall might be during the growing 
season. More especially, it has been 
found that if the soil is moist in the 
spring to a depth of two feet 
or more, the chances of harvesting 
a crop of economic proportions are 
very good. On the other hand, if 
moisture is found to a depth of only 
one foot or the chances of oot 
aining a paying crop are very low. 
for the crop will have to rely almost 
entirely upon seasonal prescription 
to survive and flourish. If the soil 
is moist to a depth of more than 
three feet in the spring, the chances 
of obtaining a better than average 
crop are excellent. 

“In a wheat-wheat-fallow 
at Lethbridge, investigations on the 
stubble that was to be seeded in 
the spring, show that in two out of 
ten years the soil was moist to a 
depth of less than two feet. Twice 
in the same period, the soil was 
moist to a depth of four feet or 
more. Yields of wheat on stubble 
in this rotation have averaged 15.1 
bushels over a twenty-four year 
period, and during that time, yields 
greater than 10 bushels per acre 
were obtained on 17 occasions. The

It has also been found that where 
moisture is abundant, greater rates 
of application, up to a given point, 


give proportionate increase in 
yields. 
Different soil types are affected 


differently, and the yields are vari- 
ed. Yet a profit was shown through- 
out the tests, thus illustrating the 
value of fertilizer. To substantiate 
the above, the Lethbridge Station 
states as follows: “In comparing 
these soil types, it was noted that 
the wheat was tallest in both the 
fertilized and unfertilized clay. Next 
in order was the silt loam soil, and 
then the fine sandy loam, The 
length of the heads of wheat in the 
various soils followed the same 
order. 

“The wheat grown in the 
ized soils headed out from two to 
nine days before that grown inthe 
unfertilized soils, Also, the wheat in 
the fertilized soils matured or ripen- 
ed from two to seven days earlier 
than that in the unfertilized soils. 

It wag found in the above experi- 
ment, that greatest yield from the 
application of fertilizer was recetv-

AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL HERE 


The suggestion was made last week 
that Strathmore would be a good centre 
for the proposed new agricultural 
school mooted by the province. While 
there seems little likelihood of its arriv- 
ing here, we’re heartily in favour of the 
sugmestion. 

While it may not seem at first glance 
to be a very favourable location, the 
area herenbouts has mueb to reeom- 
mend it for a school. First considera- 
tion, of course, is alwavs the irrigation, 
but even more important is the feet that 
havine the irrigation ditches here. it 1s 
still possible to farm without usine the 
water. Students at a school of this na- 
‘ure could therefore very ensily learn 
how to farm best on either drv land or 
irrigated land. By comnarison of costs 
and vields, they could also he shown 
right on the gvround—the advantage of 
the one or the other. 

A sehool here could, therefore be made 
to reach even a greater pronortion — of 
farmers than most of the present 
schools can do. Too, it could act as a 
great builder of irrigation enthusiasts. 
“tudents, who are cenerally receptive 
9 new ideas, eould be shown manv of 
he features that go to make irrigation 
farming more profitable and more snit- 
able. Such instruction would help im- 
mensely, in a very short time, to im- 
prove farming practices, to conserve 
the soil, and at the same time to increase 
the productivity of the same land. 

Being situated on a main line railway, 
and also on the Trans-Canada highway 
may be small features. but they wonld 
nevertheless be assets to the school. We 
feel quite sure that suitable land exists 
‘nthe vicinity, also. 

With the increased interest being dis- 
»ylaved in dry-land versus — irrigation 
farming, and with the development of 
the Milk River project and the contem- 
plation of the Canada Land tract and 
the area east of Red Deer as irrigation 
districts, a school here with both — ad- 
junets, could serve a very useful pur- 
pose.

More Taxes -

The recent sudden upsurge in 
commodity prices has been the his- 
toric last straw that broke the 
camel’s back. When meat goes up 
ten to fifteen cents a pound, and 
butter and bacon in somewhat sim- 
ilar proportions it touches all fam- 
ilies and all members of families 
| With an acute and repeating sense 
of injustice. Nobody escapes and 
hence the wave of anger grows in- 
to a force that will undoubtedly 
achieve some end. 


Strangely enough no such sense 
|of anger is induced by the taxa- 
| tion, direct and indirect, that par- 
tially at least is responsible for 
these conditions. So recently as 
11988 taxes, direct and indirect, ac- 
|counted for about 16c out of every 
citizen's dollar. But we were reas- 
| onably prosperous, and the advance 
|had been so gradual that it was 
| hapdly shq@iiGed} «But, by 1945 .this 
personal Vaxation: direct’ and indir- 
; ect was taking 33 1-3 cents out of 
the citizen’s dollar. It is true that 
there have been some minor ad- 
justments since that date that 
might reduce this total to a flat 30 
cents out of each dollar. But it 
still remains the most dramatic in- 
crease we have faced. 

Now, why do people get fighting 
mad about price increases, that are 
moderate when compared with tax 
increases, and hardly get mad about

taxes at all? There are a number 
of reasons. There is the recognition 
that war and post-war obligations 
have to be met. But precisely the 
same reasoning applies to prices. 
They are high because the world 
|needs more food than there is food 
)available. Therefore we have to 
|help supply a need. Another reason 
‘is that all the taxation that im- 
presses itself on us acutely is the 
income tax, and it represents only 
jabout 10 cents out of the thirty. 
Then, of course, we have recently 
added a half million or so persons 
to the majority already exempt 
from taxation and as this group re- 
ceives most benefit from our cost- 
ly , social security measures, it is 
not unnatural that they should look 
on an income tax that they do not 
have to pay with a not unfavorable 
eye. As they don’t recognize that 
taxation takes from them more than 
price increases, the tendency is to 
wail about the one and forget the 
other. We think that the emphasis 
should be the other way round. We 
think that taking too much money 
from the citizen is no less injurious 
to him than it is to the government 
that takes it. It is difficult for a 
government that takes too large a 
proportion of the people’s income 
to remember that it is the subject 
of those people. It is not always 
easy for citizens to recognize that 
they are being taxed and priced 
out of their liberties.
